Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  present  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  health  of  your  district  during 
the  year  1971.  As  you  will  appreciate,  this  period  was  during  the 
service  of  my  predecessor,  Dr.  Js  T.  Clow. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  tables  shown  for  information  on  the  births, 
deaths  etc.  ,  from  which  you  will  see  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  population 
as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

The  latest  figures  on  immunisation  show  that  as  regards  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  it  would  appear  that  the  computer  has 
substantially  improved  our  acceptance  rate.  However,  there  is  one 
rather  outstanding  feature  of  these  figures  and  that  is  that  the  measles 
uptake  during  1970-71  was  only  54.  9%.  During  the  past  year,  it  has 
been  decided,  as  a  matter  of  national  Policy,  that  smallpox  vaccination 
of  the  infant  population  should  be  discontinued.  This  is  in  line  with 
the  progressive  world-wide  smallpox  eradication  programme  which  is 
being  vigorously  pursued  by  the  World  Health  Organisation.  However, 
recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  in  Yugoslavia  do  show  that  we  must 
always  be  on  our  guard  and  I  feel  that  it  is  very  important  that  our 
nursing  and  medical  staff,  public  health  inspectors  and  the  ambulance 
crews  should  be  protected  against  smallpox,  since  they  are  likely  to 
be  amongst  the  first  people  who  will  come  into  contact  with  any  case 
which  may  arise  in  this  country. 

Infectious  Diseases 


Within  the  Division,  there  have  been  several  small  outbreaks  of  sonne 
dysentery,  notably  in  the  Thurcroft  area.  We  have  also  had  several 
cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  amongst  middle-aged  women  within 
the  district.  However,  this  is  a  general  epidemiological  feature  of 
the  disease  at  present.

In  the  first  four  months  of  1972  these  declined  even  further,  particularly 
with  the  booking  of  a  number  of  patients  into  Nether  Edge  Hospital  for 
48-hour  discharges. 

Night  Sitter  Service 

This  service  has  been  well  used  and  there  would  appear  to  be  some 
expansion,  as  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year  we  were  able  to  take  an 
increased  number  of  cases  since  we  now  have  five  staff  in  this  service. 
This  is  a  service  for  emergency  use  only  pending  admission  to  hospital 
or  County  Home  and  for  use  in  cases  of  terminal  illness. 

Home  Nursing 

On  the  home  nursing  side,  the  number  of  cases  is  much  the  same  as  last 
year,  but  there  has  been  quite  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of  work 
which  the  staff  undertake  in  general  practitioners  1  surgeries. 

Development  Assessment 

Examinations  of  children  commenced  in  a  limited  way  in  January,  but 
in  the  last  five  to  six  months,  progress  has  become  general  throughout 
the  Division. 


During  the  year  this  service  has  greatly  expanded  and  we  are  now  running 
some  seven  sessions  in  the  Division.  As  soon  as  Dalton  new  Health 
Centre  is  erected,  I  would  feel  that  we  should  extend  our  services  there. 
Likewise,  when  Maltby  new  Clinic  is  completed,  we  could  consider  a 
further  expansion. 


I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  this  Council,  my  colleagues  and 
staff  for  their  support  during  the  year.

Midwifery 

The  familiar  pattern  of  the  Midwifery  Service  continued  during  1971,  although 
the  decrease  in  domiciliary  confinements  was  less  than  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  mothers  booked  into  hospital  for  delivery  only,  continues  to 
rise;  the  midwives  visit  each  home  to  assess  the  suitability  of  the  home  for 
discharge  before  the  tenth  day;  the  number  of  visits  totalled  876. 

The  character  of  the  midwife's  work  has  changed  markedly,  with  increased 
concentration  on  ante-natal  care,  and  the  preparation  of  teaching  programmes 
for  parentcraft  classes.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  cytology  clinics  is  now  taken 
over  by  midwives. 

The  arrangements  made  last  year  for  the  staff  to  spend  some  time  in  the 
Jessop  Hospital  took  place  in  April  and  May  when  ail  the  midwives,  together 
with  midwives  from  another  Division  spent  one  week  on  a  rota  basis  at  the 
hospital . 

The  Nursing  Officer  compiled  a  most  interesting  programme  for  the  staff, 
which  included  a  choice  of  wards  and  departments  which  were  of  greatest 
interest  to  them.  A  meeting  took  place  afterwards  between  Nursing  Officers 
and  Midwifery  Supervisors  to  evaluate  the  course.  It  was  agreed  that 
courses  of  this  type  were  of  immense  value  and  interest  to  our  staff,  as 
well  as  the  hospital  staff  and  it  was  thought  that  it  should  lead  to  a  greater 
understanding  of  each  other's  work  and  problems,  to  the  advantage  of  the 
patient.

Voluntary  Committee 

Once  again,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
gratitude  to  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committees  for  the  valuable  help 
which  they  give  to  the  mothers  and  staff  at  the  various  clinics  in  the  area,, 
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In  the  main,  Ante-natal  Clinics  are  held  by  general  pract itioners 
for  their  own  patients,  and  at  Hospitals  and  Maternity  Homes, 


Heal  th  Visiting 


The  role  of  the  Health  Visitor  in  preventive  medicine  is  complex  and 
demanding,  she  is  at  all  times  involved  in  the  early  detection  of  possible 
handicaps  or  breakdown,  health  education,  the  support  and  counselling 
of  famil  ies. 

With  the  appointment  of  more  staff,  it  was  possible  to  reduce  case  loads 
in  some  areas.  The  new  Social  Service  Department  took  over  the  Home 
Help  Service  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  which  relieved  the  Health 
Visitors  of  a  large  part  of  their  work  and  enabled  them  to  give  much  more 
time  to  the  scheme  introduced  in  January  -  "Developmental  Assessments 
of  the  under-f ives".  This  has  proved  most  interesting  to  the  staff  and 
stimulated  the  interest  of  parents  in  their  child's  progress  and  development. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals 

During  the  past  year,  876  visits  were  made  to  the  homes  of  the  elderly 
and  other  patients  at  the  request  of  hospital  staff.  These  requests  are 
increasing  each  year  as  a  result  of  greater  involvement  with  hospital 
and  the  community  services. 

All  hospitals  in  the  area  receive  twice-weekly  or  weekly  visits. 

Health  Education 

The  commitments  in  Junior  and  Senior  Schools  has  increased.  There 
is  now  a  continuous  programme  in  most  of  the  Senior  schools  and  several 
of  the  Junior  schools;  the  programme  is  compiled  with  teachers,  covering 
most  of  the  curriculum,  the  Health  Visitors  fitting  into  each  programme 
with  their  own  subject. 

The  personal  hygiene  in  schools  is  almost  exclusively  carried  out  by 
the  Assistants  to  the  Health  Visitors.  During  the  year,  36,347  children 
were  examined,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  it  was  encouraging 
to  note  that  fewer  children  were  found  to  be  infested.  Even  so,  this  does 
remain  a  continual  problem  to  our  staff  and  many  home  visits  are  paid  to 
teach  parents  the  most  effective  methods  of  maintaining  a  satisfactory 
personal  cleanliness  amongst  young  children. 

Staff  Changes 

Three  student  Health  Visitors  were  allocated  to  the  Division,  one  Health 
Visitor  retired,  and  one  appointment  was  made.  Three  Health  Visitors 
attended  refresher  courses,  two  attended  the  Grantley  Hall  Course, 
together  with  one  Assistant. 
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A  Nursing  Officer  was  appointed  to  comply  with  the  new  management 
structure.  This  First  Line  Manager  will  co-ordinate  the  work  of  th 
field  staff,  assess  the  changing  needs  of  each  area  and  improve 
communications  at  all  levels.

The  work  of  the  nurse  in  the  community  continues  to  increase  with  the 
same  pattern  as  in  previous  years.  The  largest  number  of  patients  is 
the  elderly  and  handicapped  and  the  shortage  of  hospital  beds  for  the 
geriatric  patient  is  reflected  in  the  case  records. 

It  is  now  the  accepted  ideal  in  every  field,  including  geriatrics  to 
avoid  long  periods  of  hospitalisation,  to  discharge  patients  earlier 
and  so  increase  the  turnover  of  patients  and  reduce  the  waiting  lists. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  has  made  a  very  large  contribution  towards 
this  ideal,  but  it  is  often  difficult  to  convince  medical  and  sometimes, 
nursing  staffs,  of  our  hospitals  to  accept  that  an  equally  efficient 
and  experienced  nursing  care  can  be  given  to  the  patient  within  his  own 
home. 

The  largest  number  of  our  patients  continues  to  come  from  the  general 
pract i t ioners.  The  care  of  some  of  these  cases  is  frequently  complic¬ 
ated  by  acute  social  problems  surrounding  them  and  much  more  domestic 
help  is  required.  The  needs  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped  continue 
to  increase  at  a  greater  rate  than  the  service  seems  able  to  expand. 

Night  Nursing  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  number  of  nurses  was  increased  from 
three  to  six,  the  number  of  cases  attended  69,  which  was  an  increase 
from  the  previous  year.  This  supportive  service  is  much  appreciated 
by  patients  and  relatives  and  in  spite  of  the  difficult  hours  and  often 
long  distances  of  travel,  there  has  never  been  any  shortage  of  willing 
applicants  to  fill  our  vacancies. 

The  Staff 


The  establishment  was  increased  again  last  year  to  18,5,  which  resulted 
in  the  appointment  of  an  additional  S.E,  N.  full-time,  and  one  part-time 
nurse  to  help  the  team  in  the  Dinnington  area  where  the  case  load  was 
extremely  heavy. 

The  number  of  staff  in  post  was  16  Se  R.  N, 's  which  included  two  part- 
time  and  three  S,  E,N,  !s  with  one  part-time.  Two  resignations  were 
received  and  three  appointments  were  made. 

Two  nurses  attended  the  course  at  Grantley  Hall  and  two  nurses 
completed  the  District  training  course  by  successfully  passing  the 
examination. 
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The  introduction  of  the  "Mayston"  management  structure  resulted  in  the 
appointment  of  a  Nursing  Officer.  This  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  field 
staff  and  has  done  much  to  increase  the  personal  care  to  the  patient. 

Hospital  Liaison 

The  visits  to  the  hospitals  have  increased  and  the  personal  contact  with 
Ward  Sisters  to  discuss  the  care  of  discharged  patients  has  removed 
many  of  our  previous  difficulties. 

There  are  plans  during  the  coming  year  to  arrange  study  days  to  include 
hospital  staff  and  our  own  nursing  sisters,  who  are  now  being  invited 
to  attend  programmes  of  lectures  arranged  by  the  hospital. 

This  increased  personal  contact  will  do  much  to  help  relationships 
and  ease  integration  when  this  takes  place. 

The  proposals  of  the  Government  will  certainly  affect  the  future  of  the 
community  nursing  service.  Much  of  the  care  for  the  sick,  elderly  and 
handicapped  could  be  maintained  within  the  home,  providing  the  service 
is  allowed  to  expand  to  meet  the  changing  need.

Complaints  and  Nuisances 

The  following  table  gives  an  indication  of  the  varied  nature  of  complaints 
received  and  investigated  during  the  year.  Statistically  speaking,  the 
average  weekly  incidence  appears  low,  but  the  actual  time  devoted  to 
investigation  and  follow-up  action  accounts  for  a  considerable  proportion 
of  one's  working  time.  If  is  not  uncommon  for  a  seemingly  minor  complaint 
to  uncover  matters  of  a  more  complex  nature  which  involve  prolonged,  and 
often  involved,  enquiry  and  action  before  remedial  measures  are  concluded.

The  three  properties  which  are  still  served  by  pail-closets  are  widely 
separated  cottages  in  the  un-sewered  rural  part  of  the  area.

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above,  only  minimum  recourse  to  statutory 
action  was  necessary  during  the  year,  and  this  was  primarily  due  to 
continued  good  relations  between  the  Department  and  the  majority  of 
owners  and  agents. 

Unfor  tunately,  however,  this  pleasing  state  of  affairs  has  often  been 
marred  by  delays  on  the  part  of  contractors  in  completing  work  which 
has  been  promptly  ordered  by  owners  and  agents.  Nevertheless,  every 
effort  is  made  through  constant  contact  with  contractors  to  ensure  that 
such  delays  are  kept  to  a  minimum  and  that  priority  is  given  where 
necessary. 

Owing  to  the  loss  of  the  additional  Inspector  during  the  year,  it  was 
not  possible  to  proceed  with  a  projected  programme  of  "block  inspections 
under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act.  This  is  most  disappointing,  but 
under  the  present  ci rcumstances  it  is  impossible  to  cope  fully  with 
the  day-to-day  duties  as  well  as  a  concentrated  and  time-consuming 
project  of  this  nature.

Reference  was  made  in  the  1970  report  to  the  incidence  of  infestations  where 
rats  were  found  to  be  gaining  access  to  wall  cavities  and  sub-floor  spaces 
of  dwelling  houses  from  drain  fractures  via  service  access  points  in  wall 
footings  etc.  Five  further  cases  occurred  in  1971,  but  fortunately  the 
infestations  were  "light".  Nevertheless,  a  considerable  amount  of  time  was 
involved  in  tracing  the  seat  of  the  trouble  and  effecting  the  necessary  repair 
and  proofing  work.  As  is  customary,  all  sewer  manholes  and  inspection 
chambers  in  the  vicinity  of  each  property  were  treated,  but  the  evidence  did 
not  warrant  any  larger  scale  sewer  treatment.  Once  again,  excellent 
co-operation  was  afforded  by  maintenance  staff  of  both  the  U.  D.  C.  and  N.C.B. 
Housing  Departments  in  connection  with  the  exploratory  work  and  the  remedial 
measures;  and  the  occupiers  concerned  also  exercised  a  degree  of  much 
appreciated  patience  and  tolerance  under  trying  circumstances.

Application  of  the  Act 

As  far  as  registrat ions  are  concerned,  \  find  that  the  majority  of 
persons  establishing  new  businesses  or  taking  over  existing  ones  in 
the  area  are  unaware  of  the  need  for  registration,  let  alone  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  However,  in  view  of  the  relatively  compact 
nature  of  the  township  it  is  possible  to  keep  track  of  local  changes 
and  establish  early  contact  with  the  persons  concerned  to  give 
information  and  advice  on  relevant  aspects  of  the  Act.  This  early 
contact  is  advantageous  in  two  ways.  Firstly,  prior  agreement  on 
such  matters  as  siting  of  fittings,  provision  of  suitable  ventilation, 
and  proposed  accommodation  alterations  can  often  result  in  an 
initial  cost  saving  to  the  occupier,  as  well  as  eliminating  possible 
disagreements  on  subsequent  inspections.  Secondly,  the  offer  of 
advice  and  assistance  helps  to  establish  a  more  cordial  relationship 
between  proprietors  and  the  Department. 

With  the  exception  of  two  retail  food  shops,  the  premises  inspected 
during  the  year  gave  little  cause  for  concern.  In  the  two  food  shops 
contraventions  mainly  centred  round  general  cleanliness,  faulty 
floor  and  wall  surfaces,  inadequate  maintenance  of  staff  quarters 
etc.  All  defects  were  duly  rectified;  and  stricter  supervisory 
methods  were  introduced  by  the  proprietors  because,  to  some  extent, 
the  employees  were  found  to  be  remiss  in  certain  of  their  duties 
and  responsibilities  -  even  as  regards  the  proper  use  and  maintenance 
of  facilities  provided  for  them. 
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On  the  question  of  mechanical  handling,  very  few  of  the  registered 
premises  utilise  such  methods;  but  I  am  satisfied  that  in  those  that  do 
adequate  safety  measures  are  maintained.  Nevertheless,  one 
accident  did  occur  early  in  the  year  at  a  local  supermarket,  involving 
misuse  of  a  conveyor  belt;  but  details  thereof  are  outlined  in 
paragraph  (G). 

With  regard  to  food-slicing  machines,  I  cannot  give  any  assessment 
of  the  effect  of  leaflet  SHW  14;  but  I  would  add  that  where  such 
machines  are  in  use  the  operators  generally  treat  them  with  respect, 
both  during  actual  operation  or  cleaning.  So  much  so,  that  since 
the  inception  of  the  Act  there  has  only  been  one  reportable  accident 
and  this  was  due  to  inexplicable  carelessness  on  the  part  of  a  most 
experienced  and  conscientious  shop-hand.

There  was  only  one  reportable  accident;  in  which  a  16  year  old 
male  store-keeper  at  a  supermarket  sustained  a  broken  ankle  and 
leg  laceration  when  his  foot  was  trapped  between  the  rungs  of  a 
conveyor  belt  which  was  used  for  the  transfer  of  goods  from  ground 
to  first  floor  level.  After  full  investigation,  I  was  satisfied  that 
the  youth  was  using  the  conveyor  as  a  means  of  transport  against 
both  the  instructions  of  the  management  and  the  advice  of  various 
colleagues,  in  order  to  reinforce  verbal  instructions  regarding 
misuse,  I  requested  that  suitably  worded  notices  at  both  floor  levels 
be  erected.  As  for  the  conveyor  itself,  it  was  found  that  some  wooden 
slats  were  missing  but  not  as  to  effect  the  safe  use  of  the  conveyor 
for  transporting  cases  of  goods.  Nevertheless,  new  slats  were 
fitted  where  necessary,  as  were  additional  guard  rails  or  screening 
along  the  open  side,  on  the  underside,  and  at  the  head  of  the 
conveyor.
